The seeds may be sown any time from September to March, 
though our experience leads us to know that those spring- 
sown—that is, during January, February or March—bloom 
better during the hot, dry weather in summer than those 
that have been sown in September and ‘“‘ wintered over’’ in 
cold pots or frames, these bloom earlier, but get exhausted 
before the hot, dry weather of summer sets in. We prefer 
to sow in shallow boxes (two or three inches deep) in light 
soil, merely covering the seed and pressing the covering 
slightly with a smooth board. The best temperature for 
Pansy seeds to germinate in is from fifty to sixty degrees; if 
much warmer they are apt to rot after coming up. As soon 
as the plants are well up, and give any indication of damp- 
ing, we plant them at an inch or so apart in shallow boxes 
similar to those used for sowing the seed. A cool green- 
house—or, to those who have not that convenience, a cool 
sitting-room—wilt answer to keep themin until the ground 
becomes warm enough for garden operations in spring, 
when they may be planted out in the open ground at once, 
covering up on cold nights with boards or paper. To those 
who have a cold frame or exhausted hot-bed, it would be 
best to place them there a month or so before planting in the 
open ground. 

New Fancy. To those of our customers who within the 

last three years have bought seeds or plants of our

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The following article by our Mr. Peter Henderson originally appeared in the American Agriculturist, some 


three years ago, and the great value of its practical suggestions has since been freely acknowledged by hun- 


dreds of experienced cultivators. 


This was particularly the case at the meeting of the Nurserymen’s, Flor- 


ists’ and Seedsmen’s National Association, held at Cleveland, O., in June of last year, when Mr. Henderson 


again discussed the subject in more extended detail- 


«For some years past I have, in writing on gardening matters, 
insisted upon the great importance of ‘firming’ the soil over 
the seeds after, sowing, especially at seasons when the soil is 
dry, or likely to become so. I know of no operation of more 
importance in either the farm or the garden, and I trust that 
what Iam about to say will be read and remembered by every 
one not yet aware of the vast importance of the practice. I say 
«vast importance,’ for the loss to the agricultural and horticul- 
tural community from the practice of loosely sowing seeds in 
hot and dry soils is of a magnitude. which few will believe 
until they have witnessed it; andit is a loss all the more to be 
regretted, when we know that by ‘firming’ the soil around 
the seed there is in most cases a certain preventive. Some two 
years ago Irelated how our crop of nearly two acres of celery 
plants was partially lost by neglecting to tread in the seeds, 
the dry, heated air of May shriveling them and destroying their 


vitality. Profiting by that lesson I last season sowed two acres 


of celery seed (in quantity about 20 lbs.), the rows being about 
nine inches apart—‘ the marker’ deepening the line some two 
or three inches. 
lowed another, who, with the ball of the right foot, pressed 
down with his full weight every inch of the soil over the seed. 
The ground was then lightly touched with a rake to level it, a 
light roller was then passed over it, and the operation was com- 
pleted. Our crop of plants, notwithstanding the intense heat 
and drouth of the past summer, was as fine as it well could be, 
every seed seeming to have germinated. Besides, this ‘firming ’ 
of the soil had also prevented the dry, hot air from penetrating 
to the roots, so that, though we nearly averaged 90° during the 
month of July, hardly 4 plant was burned off. Now, from the 
same bag of celery seed that produced these plants, we sold 
seed tosome hundreds of our customers, and we have already 
had scores of letters asking why their celery seed did not come 
up; notafew of them insinuating that the seed they had ob- 
tained was not good. To all such we, by letter, stated emphati- 
cally the cause of failure, and I trust that all whose seeds of 
celery or anything else fail to germinate, will first fairly inves- 
tigate whether or not the fault has not been with themselves, 
rather than with the seed. Some years ago, as an experiment, 
I sowed seeds of beets, turnips, corn and spinach, in July, 
treading in every alternate row. The beets and corn matured 
their crops in every instance where the seed had been trodden 
in, and failed to do so where this had not been done. In the 
case of the spinach and turnip seeds, the rows trod in germin- 


After the man who sowed the seed there fol- | 


ated freely and at once, while the rows of those that had been 
left loose nearly failed entirely. The experiment was made 
with a view to show that beets of all kinds sown as late as the 
first of July, when the seeds germinate at once, have yet time 
to produce a crop, and sweet corn has time enough to produce 
its ears sufficiently mature for use in the green state, and, fur- 
thermore, to prove what I had long believed, that thousands 
upon thousands of acres of turnips fail from the want of ‘ firm- 
ing ’ the soil when the seed is sown. Of course, if large areas 
are sown in turnips, the treading in with the foot might not be 
practicable, the next best thing is the roller, but that must be 
heavy enough to effect the purpose. As I have before hintedin 
the case of celery plants, the looseness of the soil not only pre- 
vents rapid germination, but even if germination does take 
place, and along period of hot and dry weather follow, the young 
plant itself may be burned out, if the soil is loose, so that the 
dry, heated air can penetrate to the weak and tender root. This 
burning out after the seed has germinated is sweeping in its 
effects on all seeds that are sown after midsummer, such as 
spinach, beets, turnips, etc., if the weather is dry and the soil 
loose. I beg to caution my inexperienced readers, however, by 
no means to tread or roll in seed if the ground is not dry. The 
soil may often be in a suitable condition to sow, and yet be too 
damp to be trodden upon or rolled. In such cases these opera- 
tions may not be necessary at all, for if rainy weather ensue, the 
seeds will germinate of course, but if there is any likelihood of 
continued drouth, the treading or rolling may be done a week 
or more after the seed has been sown, if there is any reason to 
believe that it may suffer from the dry, hot air. Another very 
important advantage gained by treading in the seeds is, that 
when we have crops of beets, celery, turnips, spinach or any- 
thing else that is sown in rows, the seeds to form the crop 
come up at once; while the seeds of the weeds, that are just as 
liable to perish by the heat as are those of the crop, are 
retarded. Such of the weed seeds as lie in the space between 
the rows when the soil is loose, will not germinate as quickly 
as those of the crop sown; and hence we can cultivate between 
the rows before the weeds germinate at all. Such was our ex- 
perience the past season in the two acres of. celery plants 
alluded to, as the rows of the celery were clearly defined before 
the weeds had germinated at all, so that the hoe was applied at 
once, rendering the cost of culture less than half what it would 
haye been had the seeds of the celery and those of the weeds 
started simultaneously.”

In four or five weeks 
from the time of sowing they will be fit to transplant into the 
cold frames. In planting itis very important with cabbage or 
cauliflower that the plant is set down to the first leaf, so that 
the stem is all under ground, for, if exposed, it will be split by 
the action of the frost, and will be injured in consequence.

Our manner of treating the Celery crop of late years is very 
much simplified. Instead of sowing the seed in a hot-bed or 
cold-frame, as formerly, it is sown in the open ground as soon 
as itis fit to work in April, and kept carefully clear of weeds 
until the time of planting in June and July. The tops are 
shorn off once or twice before planting, so as to insure “stocky ”’ 
plants, which suffer less on being transplanted. 

After the ground has been nicely prepared, lines are struck 
out on the level surface, three feet apart, and the plants set six 
inches apart in rows. If the weather is dry at the time of 
planting, great care should be taken that the roots are properly 
“firmed.” Ourcustom is to turn back on the row and press 
by the side of each plant gently with the foot. This compacts 
the soil, and partially excludes the air from the roots until new 
rootlets are formed, which will usually be in forty-eight hours, 
after which all danger is over. This practice of pressing the 
soil closely around the roots is essential in planting of all 
kinds, and millions of plants are annually destroyed by its 
omission. After the planting of the Celery is completed, 
nothing further is to be done for six or seven weeks, except 
running through between the rows with the cultivator or hoe, 
and freeing the plants of weeds until tney get strong enough to | 
crowd them down. This will bring us to about the middle of 


August, by which time we have usually that moist and cold 
atmosphere essential to the growth of Celery. Then we begin 
the ‘‘earthing up,’’ necessary for blanching and whitening that 
which is wanted for use during the months of September, 
October and November. The first operation is that of ‘‘ hand- 
ling,’’ as we term it, that is, after all the soil has been drawn 
up against the plant with the hoe, it is further drawn close 
around each plant by the hand, firm enough to keep the leaves 
in an upright position and prevent them from spreading. This 
being done, more soil is drawn against the row (either by the 
plow or hoe, as circumstances require), so as to keep the plant in 
this upright position. The blanching process must, however, 
be finished by the spade, which is done by digging the soil 
from between the rows, and banking it up clear to the top on 
each side of the row of Celery. Three feet is ample distance

The Potato, like all robust-growing vegetables, can be grown 
with varying success on soils of all kinds, and in all conditions 
of fertility, but the soil best suited to itis asandy loam. In all 
heavy soils it is more subject to disease, and the flavor also is. 
much inferior. In breaking up good pasture land, the decaying 
sod answers sufficiently well for the first yearin lieu of manure. 
Manure is applied either in rows or hills, or broadcast over the 
hills and plowed in—the latter in most cases being preferable. 
If the soil is good, but little manure is required. In highly en- 
riched soil the plants are more liable to disease than when 
grown in soil that is naturally good. The best fertilizers are 
those of a dry or absorbent nature, as plaster, lime, super- 
phosphate of lime and bone dust. For wet soils, these are par- 
ticularly beneficial, as they not only promote growth, but pre- 
vent disease. Plant asearly in spring as the ground can be 
had in fair working order, in hills or ridges, about three feet 
apart; covering in light warm soils, about four inches deep, but 
in cold, wet situations, two and a half or three inches will be 
sufficient.

As a guide to such, and to save us time 
in replying, we here state that the rates paid in the vicinity of New York now, vary, for single men, from $20 to #10 per month, and 
board, and for married men, from $30 to $60, with house to livein. The average of the former may be given as $30 per month and 
board; of the lattér at $45 per month and house. The grading of price paid, of course, is in the ratio of ability, or the amount of 
charge to be taken. In several cases wiere unusual charge is required, or where a man displays unusual ability, a large advance on 
these rates is paid. In no occupation is so much injury done as in the garden, greenhouse, or grapery, by changing men. In Hor- 
ticulture the work done is nearly all prospective, and what the gardener does, or neglects to do to-day, will not probably show fer 
three or six months after; hence the necessity of keeping the man satisfied in his position, for if not satisfied, and on the alert to 
move, it is not probable that he will interest himself a3 much in his worx a3 if h2 was contented with his place. For this reason 
we have ever considered it bad policy to displace a good man for afew dollars’ alvane2 in salary. We ourselves, with all our oppor- 
tunities of selecting men, have often paid foremen one-half more than we could have got equally good men for, just to make them 
entirely satisfied with their position, a3 we well know that our interast would suffer if they were not so. -

Very few plants have eyer been introduced into our agricul- 
ture about whose merits so great a diversity of opinion exists, 
as this Pearl Millet. Our first experience with it wasin 1878, 
and the results, under our garden culture, were told at length, 
in our Catalogue last year. The article was widely copied, and 
led toits extensive cultivation last year. And now that the sea- 
sonis over, the evidence goes to show that opinion is about 
evenly divided as to its value as a foddercrop. That so many 
failed to secure the enormous results that we certainly did with 
it in 1878, can, we think, be readily explained. Our statement 
in that year was that we prepared a piece of good strong loamy 
ground asiffor a beet or turnip crop, by manuring with sta- 
ble-manure, at the rate of 10 tons to the acre, plowing 10 inches 
deep, and thoroughly harrowing. We sowed on the 15th of May, 
about the date we plant corn, in drills 18 inches apart. In 12 
days the plants were up so that a cultivator could be run be- 
tween the rows, after which no further culture was necessary, 
for the growth became so rapid and luxuriant as to crowd down 
every weed that attempted to get afoothold. The first cutting 
was made July 1st—45 days after sowing; it was then 7 feet high, 
covering the whole ground, and the crop, cut to 3 inches above 
the ground, weighed, green, at the rate of 30 tons per acre; this, 
when dried, gaye 61% tons per acre as hay. After cutting, a sec- 
ond growth started, and was cut August 15th—45 days from 
time of the first cutting. Its height was 9 feet; it weighed 
this time at the rate of 55 tons to the acre. grcen, and 8 tons 
dried. The third crop started as rapidly as the second, but the 
cool September nights lessened its tropical luxuriance, so that 
this crop, which was cut on October Ist, only weighed ten tons 
green, and 114 tons dried. The growth was simply enormous, 
thus: Ist crop in 45 days, gave 30 tons green, or 644 tons Cry; 
2d crop in 45 days, gave 55 tons green, or 8 tons dry; 2d crop in 
45 days, gave 10 tons green, or 114 tons dry. The aggregate 
weight being 95 tons of green fodder in 135 daysfrom date of 
sowing, and 16 tons when dried to hay. Yet these startling re- 
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S 
sults were 10 per cent. less than the actual yield, as we preferred to 
understate, well knowing that many would fail to reach even 
what we claimed for it. 

Now let us examine into the causes of the failures which have 
been the experience of many. It is well known that the past 
May (the month in which it was sown) was one of the driest that 
has almost ever been experienced in nearly all parts of the 
Northern States. No better evidence of that can be had than the 
fact that celery, cabbage, and allsuch crops as are raised from 
seed sown in May were never before so scarce, and that thousands. 
of acres lay idle all summer from want of plants to set out. Now 
the same cause—excessive drouth—that prevented the germin- 
ation and growth of cabbage or celery seeds, acted, under the 
usual manner of sowing, even more disastrously on the seed of 
Pearl Millet, which is small, light, and particularly susceptible 
of injury from drouth. We say ‘‘under the usual manner of 
sowing,’’ for nine-tenths of all such light seeds are sown in such 
a loose way, that in seasons of drouth they either fail to germin- 
ate altogether, or are so enfeebled by the dry hotair acting on 
the seed, that if they do germinate, their vitality isso weakened 
that, as in the case of Pearl Millet, instead of the seeds sown 
May 15th, giving a growth ofseyen feet by July 1st, they would 
be likely, perhaps, not to give a growth of as many inches. All 
cultivators of experience know that age, over-drying, or any 
other cause that tends to lessen the vitality of seeds, is seen in: 
less or more degree in the plants they produce, showing weak- 
ened growth. The safeguard against the contingency of dry 
weather acting on newly sown seeds is to firm the soil over the 
secds. after sowing. Our own practice in this matter we detail 
under the head of ‘‘ The Use of the Feet in Seed Sowing,” on: 
page 34 of this Catalogue. 

This was no doubt the principal cause of failure, but the non- 
germination of seed of Pearl Millet, in many cases, could be di- 
rectly traced to sowing the seed too early, and.we would again 
reiterate, that Pearl Miilet in the latitude of New York, should 
never be sown before May 15th. Perhaps the best rule is never 
to sow it sooner than you would corn, or set out plants of to- 
matoes, for it is emphatically a plant of tropical origin. 
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As we have had meny inquiries as to the best manner of dry- 
ing Pearl Millet for“ hay’’ we would state that our crop was Sow 
jn a solid block, so that when cut it had to be removed from the 
land where it grew, and tied in sheaves, and hung up on an ex- 
temporized rail fence. This plan of course would not answer 
when grown on a large scale, as the crop is so enormous that 
such an expedient for drying would be too expensive both for 
labor and rails, and as it is too heavy and succulent to be dried 
like Timothy and Clover, on the ground where it is cut, itmust 
be removed, for to attempt to dry it where it grows would des- 
troy the second crop. Circumstances, of course, must inagreat 
measure be the guide, but we wouid suggest, that when grown. 
for the purpose of being dried, thatit be sown in beds, say 12 feet 
wide, with alleys six feet between, where it may be dried; this, 
of course, would be a loss of one-third of the land for the first 
crop, but it would be litule or no loss of crop in the second, for 
the millet would spread so as to fill up all the six fect of alley.

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HOW TO MAKE A LAWN. 


The preparation for laying down lawns is too often hastily and imperfectly made. The first point is to 
get the ground shaped to the desired grade, taking care in grading that when hills are removed, sufficient 
sub-soil is also removed to be replaced with top-soil, so that at least six inches of good soil will overlay the 
whole in all places. When the grading is finished, drains should be laid wherever necessary; then the whole 
should be thoroughly plowed, a sub-soil following in the wake of the common plow, until it is completely pul- 
verized. A heavy harrow should then be applied until the surface is thoroughly fined down; all stones, roots, 
etc., should be removed, so that a smooth surface may be obtained. The lawn is now ready to be sown. 
When the seed is sown, alight harrow should again be applied, and after that a thorough rolling given, so that 
the surface is made as smooth as possible. In the latitude of New York the seed may be sown at any time dur- 
ing the months of April and May, and will form a good lawn by August, if the preparation has been good. If 
sown in the hot months of June or July, a sprinkling of oats should be sown at the same time, so that the 
shade given by the oats will protect the young grassfrom the sun. Forsmall plots, of course, digging, trench- 
ing and raking must be done, instead of plowing, sub-soiling, or narrowing.

ASPARAGUS ROOTS. 


The preparation of the Asparagus bed should be made with 
more care than for most vegetables, from the fact that itis a 
permanent crop which ought to yield as well at the end of 
twenty-five as of five years, if the Soil has been well prepared. 
To start with, it should be on ground thoroughly drained, 
either naturally or artificially, and if choice can be had, on a 
rather light sandy loam. This should be trenched and mixed 
with sufficient manure to form a coating of at least six inches 
thick over the bed; this manure should be worked into the soil 
by trenching to the depth of two feet, as the roots of the plants 
will reach quite that depth in a few years. In setting, the 
crowns of the plants should be placed at least three inches below 
thesurface. It makes but little difference whether itis planted 
in spring or fall; ifin spring, itshouldbe done as early as the 
ground is dry enough to work; andifin fall, just as soon as the 
plants can be had, which is usually in the early part of October. 
For an ordinary family, a bed of six rows, fifty or sixty feet in 
length and three feet apart will be sufficient, the plants in the 
rows being set nine inches apart.
